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PREFACE. 



TH E great progrefs which the polite 
arts have lately made in England, and 
the attention which is now paid them by 
almoft all ranks of men ; feem to render 
an apology for a work of this nature wholly 
unneceffary. The only way, by which we 
can ever hope to arrive at any (kill in 
^Jiftinguilhing the ftiles of the different 
mailers in Painting, is theftudy of their 
works : any affiftance therefore in this point 
cannot but be grateful to the rifing Con- 
noifleur. It is wellinown at how few of 
thofe houfes into which, by the indulgence 
of their illuftrious owners, the curious are 
admitted, any catalogues of the paintings 
and other curiofities which adorn them can 
be obtained } and without fuch catalogues 

i$ 
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it muft be confefled little ufe can he made, 
by the yet uninformed obferver of thefe va- 
luable colie&ions, befides that general one 
©fpleafing the eye and the imagination, by 
viewing a variety of delightful objefis. 
The e<Jito; of the fo! lowing ♦ trifle, .awatc 
jof the nece/Hty of fuch a$ibuiQ£, .. whett 
he firft defined to travel about his native 
country, in order among other views to be-* 
com? acquainted with the manner of the 
principal mafters in painting, looked out 
for books ^giving an account of *he curiofi* 
ties which the feats of the nobility and gen- 
try, in various parts of the kingdom* con* 
tain. Prom the few that feli into his hands, 
he abstracted what he thought was to bis> ; 
purpofe ; and in his progrefle% correSed iti 
them whatever he thought ansifs, arid 
made additions when he found tbeni de- 
ficient. Where no- catalogue had been be- 
fore printed he endeavoured to obtain one, 
or to make out fuch an one as he was 
able to do, from a furvey of the hqufe 
and information. If this work, which 
the editor here offers the young, ftudent in 

the 
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[&e'polta6 arts, fhould at all contribute to 
promote- or facilitate the ftudy cf them 
among his countrymen, he will have gained 
all the 'end which he aims at. 

The curious obferver will find ample and' 
itfftraftive leffons on the Italian fchools in 
thehoufcs of our nobility atad gentry. Mr. 
Walpole (a) fcruples not to afTert that

fe Very fehfible, that no candid perfon will 
expect perfection from one man alone* in 
a work which could be compleated only by 
the united efforts of many : and had he called 
on the curious for their affift an ce, he fears that 
few would have been found, who had leifure, 
knowledge, and benevolence enough to 
tend a helping hand. However, if any fuch 
there be, who will condefcend to commu- 
hicate their collections to the editor by his 
bo'bkfellerj the favour fllall be gratefully 
acknowledged, and they may contribute 
either to form another volume, or a ne^w 
and more compleat edition, as (hall be judged 
moft expedient. 

The editor cannot help concluding wltS 
a wilh that the nobility and gentry would 
condefcend to make their cabinets and col- 
lections as acceffible to the curious as is 
confiftent with their fafety. The polite arts 
arenfmg in Britain, and call for the falter- 
ing hand of the rich and p&tfrerfal r orfe 
certain way of advancing thcirr, is to give 

all 
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all poflible opportunities to thofe who make 
tKeqi their ftudy, to contemplate the works 
of th£ beft mafters^ that they may not form 
a bad tafte and a poor manner upon fuch * 
productions as chance throws in their way. 
It ought to be acknowledged with gratitude, 
that many of the collections of the great , 
are ever open to the infpection of the cu- 
rious; who. have been even permitted by * 
fome in the moil liberal manner to take 
copies of their paintings, and to make 
drawings from them ; but at the fame time 
it muft be lamented that fome cabinets are 
not acceffible without difficulty and intereft. 
It fhoujd be mentioned to the honour of 
the French nation, that their collections 
are come at, even- by foreigners with great 
facility : in particular the royal pictures 
are hot locked up in private apartments from 
the eye of the people, but are the pictures, 
of the public. 

To any one who is deiirous of becoming

However, they contain feme mafterly ftrokes, 
both of defign and expreffion, and w£re ptdMbly 
from (ketches of Titian ; at leeft they came from 
the Venetian School.

The Park and manner of Woodcock, with, 
other appertenairees, were granted with con- 
currence of Parliament, by Queen Anne, in the 
4th year of her reign, to John D. of Marlbo- 
rough, and his heirs, in recompence of the 
many illuflrious Victories obtained under his 
command; agatnA die French and Bavarian 
Armies, particularly at Blenheim* The grant 
©f the Crowd, and the Services of the Duke 
are fully fpecified on the pedeftal of a ftately 
column, 1.30 feet in height, on the top of which 
is. a ftatue of the Duke, fituated in the grand 
avenue.

*ird on the other that of Inigo Jones. The Por- 
tico is iupported by fix fluted columns of the 
Corinthian order, with an elegant pedirifent, 
and a rich cornice, frize, and architrave. The 
octagonal Saloon fiirifhing at top in a doms 
through which it is enlightened, is vefy elegant. 
Though the other fiont towards the garden h 
plainer, yet it is in a very hold* ne»bk> aid m»- 
fterly flile, and has at the /ame time a pleafing 
Simplicity, as hath alfo the fide front towards the 
Serpentine River, which is different from the 
two others.

Thames, about two miles from KrngiJtQfl* 
it was built by Cardinal Wolfey, and given, by 
him to King H«nt? Vill* Wfco flatly enlarged 
it. King William palled fam* fh«.oM agarf~ 
ment3, and rebuilt them in the manner ia 
Which they now appear. The Pa'rk arid Gat* 
dens are about 3 miles in clrcomferenoe. On 
a pediment at the front of the pal ace on this 
fide is a bas-relief of the triumph* of Hercules 
over Envy ; and facing it a large oval Bafeh* . 
anfwering to the form of this part of the Gar- 
den, which is a large oval divided into gravel 
jvalks an* 1 parterres, laid out in the. o}4 taAe by 
London and Wife. 

At the entrance of the grand walk are two 
large marble vafes of exquifete woikmarifhip i 
one faid to be performed by Mr. Cibber, and 
the other by a foreigner, as a trial of ikilL . 
They are beautifully adorned with bas-relief; 
that on the right-hand reprefenting the triumphs

canal which runs into the park, are two other 
large Vafe^o (She bas^fclief on He rcpsdcutmg 
the judgment of Paris ; and that of the other 
Meleager hunting the wild Boa!:.

ftatoes. T&fc firft is a Gladiator, froin tHt 
drlgihal atiti^de iri the Bbrghefb Palace a 1 * 
feonie: Tfce feccfod is a 1 yourig Apollo.

At the Gates of the Palace are four large 
Brick piers adorned with the Lion and Unicorn 
and feveral tr6phies of war well carved in 
(tone.

ONpaffing the bafc court, yoa enter thro* 
a large* portico into a (tone gallery, that 
leads to the great ftaircafe which is a very fine 
one, and confifts of feveral flights of black 
marble fteps adorned with iron balafters finely 
wrought. The painting here affords the view 
of feveral balconies with groups of figures re- 
prefenting Yeomen of the Guards and Ipectators ; 
among whom are drawn Mr. Ulrick, commonly 
called the young Turk, in the Polonefe drefs 
in which he waited on K. George 1. Peter the 
wild youth, Sec. The ftaircafe is richly deco- 
rated and painted, by Mr. Kent. 

The firft room is hung with fine tapeftry, 
reprefenting Diana hunting and killing the 
Wild Boar. Over the Chimney is a picture- ia 
a grand tafte reprefenting one of the Graces 
in the character of Painting recei/ing in fir actions 
from Cupid. This piece is faid to be by Guido* 
In one corner is a marble ftatue of Venus with 
an apple in her hand, and in another the ftatue 
of Bacchus*

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The /bene is cnclofed on all fides by trees, in 
the middle only there is an opening, where the 
lawn is continued and winds out of fight. 

Here through a gate, you are led by a thicket 
of many fortsof willows into a large root-houfe 
inferibed to the Earl of Stamford, who was 
prefent at the firft opening of the cafcade, 
whkh is the principal objeel from the root- 
houfe. Other cafcades may have the advantage 
of a greater defcent and a larger torrent; bur, 
a more wild and romantic appearance of water, 
and at the fame time ftriclly natural, for ane 
hundred and hhy yards together, is perhaps no 
where to be feen. 

Proceeding on the right hand path, the next 
feat afford* a fcene of what Mr. Shenftonc ufcd 
to call his foreft ground, coniifting of wild 
£reen flopes peeping through dingle, or irregular 
groups of trees, a confufed mixture of favage 
and cultivated ground, forming a landfcape fit 
for the pencil of Salvator Rofa., 

Winding on belide this lawn, which is over- 
arched with fpreading trees, the eye catena at 
intervals, over an intermediate hill, the ipire of 
Hales Church, forming here a perfect obelifk, 
the urn to Mr. Somerviile, &c. And now paffing 
through a kind of thicket we arrive at a natural 

bower 
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bower of almoft circular oaks* infcribed to 
Mr. DodpJ in the manner following. 

Come then my friend, thy fylvan tafte difplay, 
Come hear thy Eaunus tune hisruftic.lay ; 
Ah ! rather come, and in thefe dells difown 
The care of other firains, and tune thine own. 

On the bank- above it, amid ft the fore- 
mentioned fhrubs, is a ftatue of the piping Fau- 
nus, which not only cmbelli flies this fcene, bat 
is alio feen from the court before the houfe, 
a'tfd from other plates. It is fijrroundcd by 
venerable oaks, and very happily fituated. 
From this bower alfo you look down upon the 
forementioned irregular ground (hut up with 
trees on all fides, except fome few openings to 
the more pleating parts of this grotefque and 
billy country. The next little bench affords the 
firft, but not the moft ftriking view of th* 
Priory. . It is indeed a fm all building;, but 
fcen, as it is beneath trees* and its extremity 
alfo hid by the fame, it has in fome fort the 
dignity and folemn appearance of a large edi- 
fice* 

Fading through a gate we enter a fmall open 
grove, where the firft feat we find affords a 
pi&urefque view through trees of a clump of 
oaks at a diftance overfhadowing a little cottage

But we fi&ft come, to another View of the 
Priory, more advantageous, and act % better 
diftance, to which the eye is led down a 
green flope, through a fcenery of ttrH oaks, 
ia a moil agreeable manner; the grove we 
have juft pan on one fide, and a hill of 
trees and thickets on the other, conducting 
the eye to a narrow opening through which it 
appears. 

We now aftend to a fmaH bench* where 
the circumjacent <xmntty begin* to qpen; 
in particular a glafs-houfe appears between 
two large chimps of t*ees> at aboat tfc» dif- 
tance of . four make. Afceedi&g to the next 
feat, which* is in the gothic font the 
fcene grows . more mad mere, extended; woods 
and lawns, hills and v allies, thickets and plains 
agreeably intermingled. On the bacfc of 
this feat fc the following 'btatrtiful inscrip- 
tion.

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And now, paflxng throtjgh. a wicket, the path 
winds up the hack part of a circular green- 
hill, difcoscaaiig little of the country tiM you 
enter, a dump of (lately firs, upon the fummit. 
Overarched by thefe is an o&qgonal feat, the 
back of which forms a table or pedeftal for a 
bowl, inferibed

Which large apd venerable hill appears full in 
front at the diftance of about thirty mile$. The 
fcene is a very fine one, divided by the firs- 
into feveral compartment*, each anfwering to 
the fides of the oclogonal feat, and to every one 
is allotted a comj>etenj number ofiU-jIpn^joJye&s 
to make a GQpjjilete. p^i^re. 

Hence the. path wind* on betwixt two fball 
benches, each of which- exhibits a pleafing land- 
fcape, which cannot efcape the eye of a con-

Here we *tnd through, a* ftaajt ttfebe*, aad 
foon enter a, cavity in the biE, filled. witk trees, 
in the centre of which is a feat from whence tt 
difcovered, gleaming acrefe the tree*, a confide* 
rable length of the Serpentine ftream, running 
under a flight riifttc bridge to tbe*right* Hence - 
we afceridto a- kind of gothic alcove, looking 
down a flope, flanked wj(h large oaks .and tali 

beeches 
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beed?ej y which togpthef overarch the fcttne. 
On the back of this building is found the fottoffli- 
iagiafcfi priori:

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Proceeding hence through a wicket we enter 
<npon another lawn, beyond which is a hew 
theatre of wild fhaggy precipices, hanging 
coppice ground, and fmooth round hills be- 
tween, of an oppofite character to the ground 
from which we pafled. Walking along the 
head of this lawn, we come to a feat under a 
fpreading beach, with this infcription : 

Hoc erat in votis; modns agri non ita magnus, 
Hortus ubi, & te£lo vicinus jugis aquse fons, 
Et paulum fylvse foper his foret. Auttius atqoe

In the centre of the hanging lawn before 
you is difcoveced the houfe, half hid with trees 
and buflies. A little hanging wood, and a * 
piece of winding water iflues through a noble 
clump of large oaks and fpreading beeches. 
At the diftance of about ten or tweWe miles 
Lord Stamford's grounds appear, and beyond 
thefe the Clee hills in Shropmire. Hence 
paffing ftill along the top of the lawn, we crofs 
another gate, and behind the fence begin to 
defcend into the valley. About half way down 
is afmall bench, which throws the eye upon a 
near fcene of hanging woods and (baggy wild 
declivities, intermixed with- fmooth green flopes*' 

and fcenes of cultivation.

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We now return again into the great lawn at 
bottom, and foon come to a feat which gives 
a nearer view of the water beforementioned; 
between the trunks of high overshadowing 
oaks and beeches ; beyond which the winding 
line of trees is continued down the valley to 
the right. To the left at a diftance the top of 
Clent hill appears, and the houfe upon a 
fwell, amidft trees and buflies. In the centre, 
the eye is carried down a length of lawn, 'till 
it reils upon 1 the town and fpire of Hales, with' 
fame beautiful pi&urefque ground rifing behind

fide is fringed with alders, the other is over- 
hung with mpft (lately oaks and beeches, and 
the middle beyond the water presents die 
Hales- Owen fcene, wjth a group ofhouie%oa 
the (lope behijic\, and .the horizon well fringed 
with the wpod- Npw winding a few pace* 
round the margin of -toe water, we .come tQ 
another fmai}, bench, which presents the former 
fcene fqxnewhat varied, with the addition of 
a waited village among trees upon a hill ; pro- 
ceeding on, we enter the pkagog g^oom of 
this agreeable walk, and cOme to a bench 
beneath a fpreading beech that overhangs bctfh 
walk and water, which has been called the 
Affignation Seat, and has this infcription on the 
back of it, from Virgil : 

Nerine Galatea ! thymo mihi dulcior Hyblae, 
Candidior cygnis, hedera formofior alba !

Here the path begins gradtwlly to afcend be- 
neath a depth of (hade, by the fide of which is 
a fin all bubbling rill, either forming little penir 
ufcula's rolling over pebbles, or falling down 
in fmall cafcades, all under cover, and taught 
to murmur" very agreeably. This foffc and nen- 
five fcene, very properly ftiled the Lpvers Walk*

The afcent from lience winds fomewhat mote 
fteeply to another feat, where the eye is thrown, 
over a rough {bene of broken and furry ground, 
*pon a piece of water in the fiat, whofe extremi- 
ties are bid behind trees and Arabs, anrorigft 
which the hoirfe appear^ and make* upon chle 
wbok no unpleafiag pi&trre. The path ffitt 
winds undercover op the hill/tbfcfteep declivi- 
ty of which is fomewhat eafed by the ferpentine 
iweep of it, 'till we tome to a fmafl bench with 
this line from Pope't Eiorfa ;

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The opening before it prefents a folitary fcene of 
trees, thickets, and precipices, and terminates 
upon a green hill, with a clump of firs on the 
top. 

We now find the great ufe as well as beauty 
of the ferpentine path in climbing up this wood. 
The firfl feat of which, in allufion to the ro- 
ral fcene before it, has the following lines from 
Virgil : 



-rrHic latis otia fundis, 



Speluncce, vivique lacus, hie frigida teiripe, 
Mugitufque boum, mollefquefub arborefomni. 

Here the eye looking down a flope beneath 
the fpreading arms of oak and beech trees, 
paiTes firft overfome rough furry ground, then 
over water to the large fwelling lawn, in the 
centre of which the houfe is discovered among 
trees and thickets ; this forms the fore grounds- 
Jeyond this appears a fwell of wafte furry land, 
diverfified with a cottage, and a road that winds 
behind a farm-houfe, . and a fine clump of trees. 
The back fcene of all is a femicircuiar range of 
hills diverfifiec! with wood, fcenes of cultivation, 
and enclofures, to about four or five miles dif- 
tance. 

Still winding up into the wood,' we come to 
* flight feat opening through the trees to a 
bridge of five piers eroding a targe piece of wa- 
ter 
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ter at about half a mile diftance. The next 
feat Jooks down from a confiderable height, a- 
long the fide of a fteep precipice, upon fome 
irregular and pleating ground. And now we 
.turn on a fudden into a long fir ait lined walk in 
-the wood, arched over with tall trees, and ter^ 
jninating with a fmall ruftic building. Though 
.the walk be ftrajt-Jined, yet the bafe rifes and 
falls fo agreeably, as leaves no room to cenfure 
its fojrmality. ; About the middle of this avenue, 
we arrive at a lofty gothic feat, whence we look 
down a flope, through the wood on each fide. 
This view is indeed a fine onex the eye iirft tra- 
velling down over well- variegated ground into 
the valley, where is a large piece of water. 
The ground from hence rifes. gradually to the 
top of Gent-hill, and the landfeape is enriched 
with a view of Hales-Owen, the late Lord 
Dudley's houfe, and a large wood of Lord Lyt~ 
telton's. . 
' Hence we proceed to the ruflic building be- 
fore mentioned, a flight and unexpenfive edi- 
fice, formed of rough unhewn (lone, commonly 
called here the temple of Pan ; having a trophy 
of the Tibiaend Syrinx, with this infcription from 
Virgil over the entrance : 

Pan primus calamos cere conjugere plures 
Edocuiti Pan curat oves, oyicunqne magitfros* 

Hence 
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Hence moMting one more to the right 
through this dark tntibfageoBS walk, we enter 
at once upon a lightibme high natural terrace, 
whence the eye is thrown over all the fcenes we 
have viewed before, together with many fine ad- 
ditional ones, and all beheld from a declivity 
that approaches as near to a precipice as is a- 
grteabie. In the middle is a feat with this in- 
scription : 

DiVMl GLOIUA HURIS! 

This is by far the moil magnificent fcene here. 
Jt would be idle to mention the Clee4>ills, the) 
Wrekin, the Welch mountains, or CacrCarsxtoCp 
at a prodigious diftancc ; which though they 
finely terminate the fcene feould not be mention- 
ed at the Leafcwes, the beauty of which turns 
ithiefly upon diftingaiihable fcenes. The val- 
ley upon the right is equally enriched, and the 
oppofite fide is well fringed with woods ; and 
the high hills on one fide this long winding 
vale rolling agreeably into the hollows on the 
jother. 

Hence returning back into the wood, and crof- 
£ng Pan's temple, we go dire&ly down the flop*, 
|nto another part of Mr. Shenftone's grounds, 
till we come at a feat under a noble beech pre- 
' ientrng a rich variety of fore-ground, and at 
perhaps half a mile diftance the gothic alcove 

Pa 
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on a hiH well covered with woods, a pretty tou 
tage under trees in the more diftant part of the 
concave, and a fartn-hoofe upon the right, all 
pi&urefque objects. 

The next and the fubfequent feat afford pretty 
ronch the fame fcenes a little enlarged ; with the 
addition of that remarkable clamp of trees called 
Frankly Beeches, adjoining to the old family 
feat of the Lytteltons, and from whence the 
prefent Lord Lyttelton derives his title. 

We now come to a handfome gothic fcreen, 
backed with a clump of fir*, which throws the 
eye in front full upon a cafcade in the valley, 
ifluing from beneath a dark fhade of poplars. 
Thchoufc appears in the centre of a large dwel- 
ling lawn, burned with trees and thicket. The 
pie a fi rig variety of eafy fwells and hollows bound- 
ed by fcenes lefs fraooth and cultivated, a&brds 
the moft delightful picture of domeftic retire- 
ment and tranquillity* 

We now defcend to a feat enclofed with hand- 
fome pales, and backed with firs inferibed to 
Lord Lyttelton. It prefects a beautiful view 
up a valley contracted gradually, and ending in 
a group of mod magnificent oakes and beeches. 
The right hand fide is enlivened with two fink* 
ing cafcades, and a binding flream feen at in- 
tervals between tufts of trees and woodland. To 
t,he left appears the hanging wood already men- 
tioned, 
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tioned, with the gochic fcreen on the flope in the 
centre. 

Winding ftill downwards we come to a fmal 1 
feat, where one of the offices of the houfe, and 
a view of a cottage on very high ground is feen 
over the tops of the trees of the grove in the ad- 
jacent valley. The next feat fhews another face 
of the fame valley, the water gliding calmly a- 
Jong betwixt two feeming groves without any 
cafcade. The fcene very fignificantly alluded to 
by the motto from Virgil. 

Rura mihi, et rigui placeant in vallibus omnes, 
Plumina aureur, filvafcjue inglorius !

We defcend now to a beautiful gloomy fcene 
called Virgil's Grove, which it is not eafy to 
paint or defcribe. On the entrance we pals by 
a fmall obeliflc on the right hand with this in- 
fcription :

Before this i$ a flight bench, where fome of 
the iame objects are feen again, but in a different 
point of light. The whole fcene is opake and- 
gloomy, confifting of a frnall deep valley, the 
fides of which are indoled with irregular tuftf 
of hazel and other underwood ; and the whole 
overshadowed with lofty ure« riiing out of the 

bottom 
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'bottom of the valley, through which a copious 
ftream makes its way by mofly banks, enamelled 
with primrofes, and variety of wild wood flow* 
era. The firft we approach is thus inferibed:

This feat is placed upon a deep bank on the 
edge of the valley, from which the eye is here 
drawn down into the flat below, by the Ught 
that glimmers in front, and by the found of 
various cafcades, by which the winding ftreara 
is agreeably broken. Oppofite to this feat the 
ground rifss again to a kind of dripping fountain, 
where a fmall rill trickles down a rude nich af 
rock- work, through fern, liverwort, and aquatic 
weeds. After falling down thefe cafcades, it 
winds under a bridge of one arch, and then 
empties itfelf into a fmall lake which catcher it 
a little below. On the left is feen one of the 
jnoft beautiful cafcades imaginable, through

We now turn all on a fudden 
upon the- high cafcade which we admired before 
invifta. The fcene around is quite a grottp 
of native Hone, roots of trees overchanging it, 
and the whole ftaded over head. However, we 
firlt approach upon the left a chalybeat fpring, 
-with aniro* bowl chained to- it, aad this inicrip- 
tion upoojaiioae:

From this lad is an opening down the valley 
over a lawn, well edged with oaks to a piece 
of water crofted by a confiderable bridge in 
the fiat — the lteeple of Hales, a village amidft 
trees, making on the whole a very pleating 
picture. Thus winding through flowering fhrubs 
befides a menagerie for doves, we are conducted 
to the ftables. But let it not be forgot, that on 
the entrance into this ihrubbery the firft object 
that flrikes us is a Venus de Medicis, befide a 
bafon of gold fiih, encom parted with fhrubs, 
and illuitrated with the following infcrip- 
tion: 

"Semi 
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1 " Semi — redufta Venus." 
To Venus, Venus here retir'd, 

My fober vows I pay ; 
Not her on Paphian plains admir'd 

The bold, the pert, the gay. 

Not her, whofe amorous leer prevail'd

BANOUETTING HOUSE,mitebaII. 

Part of the celebrated Inigo Jones's magnifi- 
cent jffan for a royal palace. This auguft 
buildioe has three flpries. The loweft ha$ a 
ruilic wall with fmall fquare windows, and by 
its ftrength happily ferves for a bafis to the 
orders. Upon this is faifed the Ionic, with* 
columns and pi 1 afters, and between the co- 
lumns are well-proportioned windows with 
arched and pointed pediments. Over thefe is 
placed. the proper entablature; and on this is 
railed a fecond feries of the Corinthian order 
coniifling of columns and pilafters like the 
other. Prom the capitals are carried feftoons 
which meet with mafks and other ornaments in 
the middle* This feries is alfo crowned with its 
proper entablature, on which is raifed the 
fc^Uilirade with ^ttic pedeffals between, which. 
crpw.n the work. Eyery tKing in this building 
if finely proportioned, and as happily executed!' 
The projection of the columns from the wall 
has a fine effedl in the entablatures, which be- 
ing brought forward in the fame proportion, 
g^ves that happy diverfity of light and ihade 
fo elTentiai to fine Architecture,

fatisfacKon, It confifts of a fpacious Hall, 
a court-room, theatre, library, and other' 
commodious offices. The courtroom has a 
fretwork deling, and is alfo adorned with a 
capital pi&ure of K. Henry VlII. giving the 
charter to the company, by Hans Holbein* The 
character of his Majeiiy's bluff haqghtineis is 
well reprefented, and all the heads are finely 
executed.

Tbe FOUNDLING HOSPITAL, 
In Lamb's Conduit Fields ', 

Was cftablifhed by Royal Charter, datecj

HOUSE 
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HOUSE of LORDS. 

The fubje& of the tapeftry is the Defeat of 
the Spanifh Armada, The great Earl of Not- 
tingham, then. Lord High Admiral of England, 
being defirous of preferring the detail of that 
illuftrious event, beipoke this fuit of tapeftry, 
defcribing the particulars of each day's engage- 
ment of Francis Spiering, an eminent workman 
in Holland; he engaged Henry Cornelius 
Vroom, of Harlem, to draw the defigns. The 
excellence of the performance, obvious to the 
public eye, makes, encomiums unneceflary. 
Vroom received j oo pieces of gold for his la- 
bour; the arras itfelf coft 1628 pound. 

The Church of St. MARY LE BOW, 

in Cbeapjide, 

Was built by the great Sir Chriftopher 
Wren, and fininSed in 1673. It is a handfome 
ftro#ure, and is much admired for the elegance 
of its fteeple. The tower rifes fquare "from the 
ground to a considerable height, but with more 
ornament as it advances. The principal deco- 
ration of the lower part is the entrance, which 
is a noble, lofty, and well-proportioned arch, 
on two of the fides faced with a bold ruftic, 

and

and raifed on a, plain folid courfe from the 
foundation. Within the arch is a portal of the 
Doric order ; the firize ornamented with triglyphs, 
and with fculpture in the metopes ; over this 
.arch is an opening with afmall balcony which 
anfwers to a window on the other face. The 
firft ftage is terminated by an elegant cornice, 
over which again rifes a plain courfe, where, a 
dial projects. Above this in each face is, a 
large arched window, with coupled Ionic 
piiafters at the fides, near the corners. The 
cornice over thefe windows fupports an elegant 
baluftrade with attic pillars over the Ionic co- 
lumns, fupporting turrets each compofed of four 
liandlome fcrolls which join at the top, where 
are placed urns with flames. 

From this part the ftceple rifes circular. There 
is a plain courfe to the height of half the fcrolls, 
and upon this are railed a circular range of 
Corinthian columns, while the body of the 
fteeple is continued round and plain within them. 
Thefe fupport a iecond baluftrade, with very 
large fcrolls extending from it to the body of 
the- fteeple. Above thefe is placed a feriesjof 
pnnpofite columns, and from the entablature 
rifes another fet of fcrolls, fupporting the fpire 
which refts upon foor balls, and is terminated 
by a globe, whence rifes a fane in the form of 

a dragon, 
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& dragon. The Whole -iplve fc Indeed a^iflftft^r- 
piece in a pecaliar ftUe of building. 

The MONUMENT 

Is a ftatdy fluted coramn t>f the Doric ©rtJcr, 
erected by order of Parliament, in commemora- 
tion of the burning and rebuilding of the City 
pn the Eaft fidex>f FHh Street Hill near London 
Bridge. 

It was begun by Sir Chriflopher Wren in 
1671, and completed by him in 1677; the 
colt of it amounted to 8000 £* r It much ex- 
ceeds in height the pillars of the Emperors 
Trajan and Antoninus at Rome, or that of 
Theoddiius at Cohftaritiriople ; for the largeft 
of the Roman columns, which is that of 
A ntoninus is only 1 7 2 § feet in height and 
%z feet 3 inches Englifti meafure in diameter; 
but the diameter of this column at the bafe is 
15 feet, and 'consequently it is 120 feet high. 
The heighth of the Pedeftal is 40,- and the 
heigh th of the Cippus or Meta with* the urn 
on the top 42, making 202 feet in the whole. 

The Weft fide of the (>edcf ftal is adorned with 
curious emblems by the mafterly hand of Mr. 
Cibber ; the eleven principal figures are in alto, 
andtherefjfin baflbvrel&vo. • 'the four dragons 

at 
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at the angles were carved by Mr. Edward Pidrce, 
who affifted Sir Chriftopher in many of his' dc=- 
figns, and built the Church of §t, Clqrpent 
under his direction. 

NORTHUMBERLAND HOUSE, 
At Cbaring Crofs, 

i 

The town refidence of the right honourable 
the Earl and Countefs of Northumberland, is 
one of the larger! and moll magnificent houfea 
in London, The fouth fide of the fquare 
' appears to have been built by Intgo yones, the 
front towards the garden is very grand arid 
jUtely. The four fides of the cour£ were new 
faced with Portland (tone, and finifhed in the 
Roman ilile of architecture j two new wings 
were alfo added, above 100 feet in length, ex- 
tending from the garden front towards the 
Thames. 

The principal apartments are fitted up in the 
mod elegant manner. The cielings are em«n 
bellifhed with copies of antique paintings, or 
' fine ornaments of ftucco, richly gilt. The 
chimney pieces are carved and finifbed in the 
rnoft correct tafte. The rooms are hung. with 
beautiful tapeftry or the richeft dama&s, and 
magnificently furnifhed. They alfo contain a| 

greaj 
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./great variety of paintings by' Tfrian, and the 
iDoft eminent matters. 

The left wing forms a ftate gallery or ball- 
room 106 feet long, the breadth being a fourth 
part of the length, and the height equal to the 
diagonal of the fquare of the breadth. The 
cieling is coved and ornamented with figures 
and feftoons richly gilt. The flat part of it 
ia .divided into five compartments, ornamented 
with fine imitations of fome antique figures, as 
a flying Fame blowing a trumpet, a Diana; a 
triumphal car drawn by two horfes, a Flora* 
and a Victory holding out a laurel wreath* 
The entablature is Corinthian and of mod 
exquifite workmanship. The light is admitted 
through nine 'windows in the fide next the 
garden. Above thefe is another row of windows 
which though not vifible in the room are ib 
artfully placed as to throw a proper quantity of 
light over the cornice, fo that the higheft parts 
of the room are as much enlightened as the 
loweil, and the pictures on the oppofite fide are 
free from a confufed glare. In the fpaces be* 
tween the windows there are tables of antique 
marble, and ftools covered with crimfon damaflc 
placed alternately. The piers are alio orna- 
mented with fquare and oval glafles ranged 
alternately, the frames of which form a beauti- 
ful 
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fnl variety of foliage, to adorn, the. higher part* 
quite up to the entablature. 

The oppofite fide is divided into three large 
fpaces by two chimney pieces made offtatuary 
marble, with cornices fupported by figures of 
Phrygian captives, copied from thofe in the Capi- 
tol at Rome, and executed in a very mafterly 
manner. The finifhing above the.chimney pieces 
confifts of terms, fphinxes, feftoons &c. and with- 
in the fpaces formed- by thefe ornaments are 
placed whole length portraits of the. Earl 
and Countefs of Northumberland in their 
robes. 

That the three grand divifioqs might be 
faroi&ed in an elegant ma.nn.er, his lordfliip 
employed the moft eminent mafters to. copy 
fire oi the moft admired paintings in. Italy, which 
are placed as follow : in the middle and l$rge,$ 
divifyn is Raphael* s celebrated fchpol pf Athens* 
copied fpom the original in the Vatican by 
RapJuulMeugs. In the other two diviftons on 
the right and left hand fide of the former 
aye placed the feaft and council of the Gods, 
which were alfa painted by Raphael, anfl co- 
pied by Pompeio Battoni from the originals ill 
the kittle Farae/e. The two ends of the gallery 
are ornamented with the triumphal proceffion of. 

Bacchus 
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Bacchus and Ariadne painted toy Jnnibat Caraeei 
in the Farsjefe Palace, and Guido's Aurora. 
The former was copied by /W;V* Coftanfi, and 
the iattef by Majutci* a fokolar of CW* M4ratti y 
Jrom the original in the Villa Rofpigliofi* 
Att thefe pictures ate very large, being exactly 
of* the fame dimensions with the originals, and 
are copied in a very mafteriy manner. 

Besides the apartments already mentioned there 
are above 140 rooms more in this honfe. 
Lady Northumberland's clofet is a repofitory 
of curiofities, and contains a fine collection of 
Pictures. 

The famous Cornaro family by the cele- 
brated Titian, in this houfe, is a picture well 
known.
